DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the filing on September 3, 2009 of and RCE and 
response to the Office Action of June 18, 2009. The application current contains 6 
active claims with claim 6 being independent and three withdrawn claims. 

Response to Amendment and Arguments 

The amendment to Claim 6 has over come the rejection under 35 UCS 1 12 2 nd 
paragraph which has been withdrawn. 

The amendment and argument relative to claim 6 are persuasive and the 
rejections of claims 6, 8 and 1 1 under 35 USC 1 03 (a) have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6,8,11 and 1 3-1 5 are allowed over the cited prior art. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 9, 
10 and 12 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 9, 
10 and 12 have been cancelled. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art neither teaches nor suggests that a control unit for actuating a passenger 
protection arrangement consist of a processor and an electronic safety switch receiving 
a signal of an acceleration sensor system. Further that the processor actuates an 
output stage as a function of the signal. The electronic safety switch enables the output 
stage independently of the processor by analyzing an integrated acceleration signal as 
the signal of the acceleration sensor system. The acceleration sensor system includes 
an integrator for outputting the integrated acceleration system and generates the 
integrated acceleration signal independently from the processor.
